The only immediate concern 
in connection with the strike 
was on the receiving end where 
periahnblo cargoes, such ag 
food, were In danger of getting 
spoiled in the holds of ships 
not being unlonded by long- 
shoremen reluctant to cross sen- 
men's picket Jines.

licate health, These spokesmen 
say the strike may very well 
mean that the US- mercantile 
marine will lose even more of 
its precarious tochold on world 
trade. 


MORE SERIOUS

US exports to Canada are 
beund to be adversely affected; 
so will the earnings of many 
US subsidiarics in Canada. 

Further more, cantinulng 
weakness In the Canadian dollar 
could conceivably boost crude 
oll imports from Canada to the 
United States, to name just one 
commodity. 

These adverse developments 
came at a time when the 
economy itself continued to 
show growing strength jn all 
fields except possibly  stecl, 
which has been hit by recent 
price cuts.

The pillow itself must 
be porous enough for a baby to 
breathe casily face down, It 
‘should be chemically jnert to 
al} bacteria and it should stay 
bouncy ar dent-proof, 

It should also be capable of 
repeated washing and sterilisa- 
Hon without deteriorailon, ts 
vaover must be porotis and 
hygienic. It must stretch the 
full width of the cot (at present 
there is no British Standard for 
the inside width of cots), other- 
wise the baby can rall off into 
various potentially dangerous 
positions wedged between the 
pillow, the mattress and the side 
of the cot.

The | proposed economic 
and cultural co-operation

“This Is the usual emear thrown 
mt us. There is no truth that 
the disputes were provoked or 
inspired by Communist agitators, 

"The shop stewards, and union 
members gencrall, ot the fac- 
tory, are a food-tempered, 
sober-minded body of men. 
know of no Communist cunong 
the shop stewards 

He said the unofficial strike 
for a 9d.-an-hour pay rise was 
justiied—but we found a little 
spirit of ccmpromls, or willing- 
ness by the firm to co-optrate, 

“It is time there was a Minis- 
try of Labour fnquiry Into the 
Lubour conditions at this fac- 
tory." 

Only 1,160 of the 1.200 men 
sacked by the firm’ during the 
stoppage have been taken back— 
“cn a selective basis.” Many are 
sull without jobs. Others have 
had to move to find work elre- 
where.

‘In fear’ 


Ono worker said: “Those who 
have been taken back, partleu- 
larly shop stewards, are Ilving 
in fear In case the axe falls 
again.” 

All were unanimous in throw- 
ing a lange part of the blame for 
the stoppage on the “Works 
management and its refural to 
show elementary good will.” 

One of the men still wun- 
employed said: “Il have worked 
at eight factorics in the last 30 
years. The Pressed Stecl Cem- 
pany has the worst labour rela- 
tons I have ever experienced. 

“Conditions at the factory are 
unbelievably primitive and re. 
mind me of pre-war days," 

Forty-six-ycar-old Kenneth 
Health, a tootmaker who starts 
a new Job at Luton, Bedford- 
shire, salk “There will never be 
onything but disputes at Pressed 
Steel. The sooner there Is an 
inquiry the better for all 
cerned.” 

A spokesman for Pressed Stcel 
confirmed thatthe strike had 
Just the company orders = frem 
Ford worth £1,000,000, “We 
could not cemply with delivery 
dates," he said. No serlous re- 
dundancy was expected in the 
nerr future. 

He refused _ to - comment . on 
critictkerm of .the firm's labour 
relatlons.
